THE RUMINATOR 
By HUMPHREY B. NEILL 
A Column of Contrary Opinion 


It begins to look as if people’s 
minds are going to be so ab­ 
sorbed with political and inter­ 
national events that economic 
developments will be overlooked. 
The Ruminator mentions this 
because 
g e n e r a l 
"opinions 
(about 
which 
we 
contrarians 
have to consider opposite view­ 
points) are becoming a bit too 
complacent for comfort. 
What I am getting at is this: 
You do not hear or read this 
year, as in most recent years, 
that a slu m p lies ahead. The sen­ 
timent seems to be veering the 
other 
way: 
No 
recession 
to 
amount to anything is foresee­ 
able this year or next. Indeed, 
generally speaking, both busi­ 
ness and the public too look for 
continued business improvement. 
Thus, there is not the "slump 
corrector” 
present 
which 
has 
helped 
so 
largely 
to 
offset 
worsening conditions in recent 
years. You can remember that 
"slump fears" have been com­ 
mon ever since the war ended 
nearly 10 years ago. As we learn 
from a study of the theory of 
contrary opinion, when slump 
fears are general this "phycho- 
logical” factor tends to correct 
the imbalances that are in evi­ 
dence. When 
businessmen are 
fearful of a downturn in activity 
and in public spending they pull 
in their horns, so to speak, and 
by so doing prevent over-expan­ 
sion 
and a 
tendency 
toward 
speculation. 
The contrary opinions which 
we 
have 
examined 
in 
recent 
months 
have 
called 
for 
"no 
slump 
in 1954” 
(because the 
1954 slump was so generally pre­ 
dicted a year ago). Also, a con­ 
trary outlook suggested that a 
resumption of the boom was 
possible. As we look about us to­ 
day, we can see that the 1954 
slump did not eventuate, and 
also that "selective” booms are 
in evidence right now: in build­ 
ing, for example, and in the 
stock market, in wages and in­ 
comes, and in spending It would 
not take much more stimulation 
to broaden the boom. Imitation 
and contagion are potent mo­ 
tives. 
However, this places us con­ 
trarians in -the position of look­ 
ing beyond the present and near- 
term to ruminate over the pos­ 
sibility that "when least expect­ 
ed" a slump will take form. 
The most 
difficult 
thing in 
economics is to look ahead. We 
are prone to judge conditions by 
both 
the present and similar 
conditions in the past. 
Accordingly, as business ac­ 
tivity 
picks 
up 
this 
fall 
(as 
seems likely) there will not he 
much 
fear 
about 
a 
possible 


downturn. 
! 
W hat we have to look for, it 
seems to me, are possible out­ 
breaks of speculation that will 
suggest 
trouble 
ahead.

stock market, for example, is up 
on stilts, yet many people who

figure that prices will go much | 
higher. 
You hear all sorts of j 
predictions about higher levels 
that are now anticipated for the j 
various stock-market averages.

MARGINAL INDUSTRIES 
The United States may be proud of its great 
mass production industries, but the American 
people still find their largest employment in m ar­ 
ginal industries, ifi small shops and mills scat­ 
tered over the country, In stores and warehouses, 
in small businesses, on farms, and in self-employ­ 
ment. 
The capitalist system contains the seeds for 
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is monopoly. The reduction of the automobile in­ 
dustry from more than 100 m anufacturers to four 
m ajor companies does represent an enormous in­ 
crease in efficiency, but the question must be 
asked: If only four, why not two or one company? 
And if we come down to only one company, why 
not have government ownership? 
I know all the answers to these questions but 
as a capitalist, I am satisfied with none of them. 
The elimination of active, exciting, throat-cut­ 
ting, if you please, competition must lessen the 
chances of a new agency of production from com­ 
ing into existence; it can only lead to the car­ 
telisation 
of 
industry; 
cartelization 
inevitably 
leads to government control; government, control 
can produce government management and Social­ 
ism. Great Britain tried t’hese steps in her steel 
industry and has been forced to go back step by 
step to private ownership and management. W hat 
is called a mixed system, that is. partial capital­ 
istic and partial socialistic operations, does not 
work because private enterprise has few defenses 
against competition with untaxed government en­ 
terprises, and the authority of government when 
it combines its activities in the economic and po­ 
litical fields tends to become totalitarian, although 
that has not quite proved so in TVA. 
From this standpoint, it can be said that if 
American marginal industries cannot compete 
with foreign products imported into this country 
out of low-wage, low-tax countries, sometimes by 
dumping in order to amass dollars, the American 
industry ought to go out of existence. Actually, 
this has been the general policy during the past 
decade and the Randall Report, w^hich has recent­ 
ly been rejected by Congress, upholds this point 
of view. In fact, it has been suggested by extrem e 
free-traders that if, in the interest of restoring 
European economy, an American industry has to

why the cost of governm ent has reached a 
statistical stratosphere. The paper in ques­ 
tion consists of governm ent records. 
A ccording to a Hoover Commission re ­ 
port, each year 9,800,000,000 pieces of 
paper are produced or accum ulated by the 
federal governm ent. Salaries and m aterial 
costs for an estim ated £85,000 clerical p er­ 
sons doing the producing and accum ulating 
come to $2,800,000,000. To house the rec­ 
ords, some 3,000,000 filing cabinets would 
be required. And it is estim ated th a t as 
m any as 250,000 clerks m ay be engaged 
in classifying, filing and searching these 
current records, a t a cost of $1,170,000,000. 
The Commission has established a new 
Ik sk Force to deal w ith the problem of 
reducing the volume of pieces of paper so 
created.

There are five main causes; 
_____ 
(1) Emotional disturbances — anxiety, shock, 
fear, mental excitement. 
(2) Too much liquids, fruit, oils. 
(3) Allergy — being allergic or sensitive to 
various foods. 
(4) Infectious diseases. 
(5) Acute diarrhoea in children may be due 
to impure milk or other foods, nervous influences, 
emotional excitement, fatigue, weather changes. 
What about treatment? Diarrhoea is Nature’s 
method of getting rid of harmful substances, 
therefore it should not be checked too quickly. 
No food, except liquids, should be taken for 24 to 
36 hours, followed by barley water, oatmeal 
w7ater, rice water every 4wo or three hours for 
one day. This may be followed by a smooth diet 
consisting of gruels, broths, consomme, soft-boiled 
eggs; then potatoes, strained vegetables and cook­ 
ed fruits. 
An enema of warm salt solution — a teaspoon 
to a pint of water — usually lessens the number 
of stools. The old-fashioned method of a dose of 
castor oil to get the offending substance out of 
the stomach quickly is still used by a great many 
physicians. 
Chronic diarrhoea is usually cause d by disturb­ 
ances of the stomach and small intestine, chronic 
appendicitis, pernicious anemia, continuous emo­ 
tional disturbances. 
The treatment is to try to locate the cause, 
irrigate or wash out the1 bowel with high enemas. 
Diet plays an important part in treatment. It has 
been recommended that the high calorie foods 
such as meat be cut down and such foods as 
broths, tea and coffee, steamed rice, soft-boiled 
eggs, custards, cornstarch puddings, buttered peas 
and asparagus, malted milk, fruit juices should be 
given.
